September is National Preparedness Month (NPM). Established after 9/11 to increase 

preparedness in the United States, September is a fitting time for everyone to join the safety 

effort. Preparedness is a shared responsibility; it takes a whole community.  

 

The national preparedness architecture encompasses prevention, protection, response, and 

recovery efforts to prepare the United States for all hazards – whether terrorist attack or natural 

disaster. Sponsored by the Ready Campaign and Citizen Corps, this year’s National Preparedness 

Month will focus on strengthening our communities through public events and online 

communities. 

 

The Zero Fatalities Safety traffic safety movement focuses on eliminating fatalities on Nevada 

roadways. The awareness campaign encompasses five key safety reminders:  Always Buckle Up, 

Don’t Drive Impaired, Focus on the Road, Stop on Red, and Be Pedestrian Safe.  Some people 

may think zero is an impossible goal, but when it comes to your family and friends, what other 

number would be acceptable? The State is aiming for zero fatalities because every life matters.

TIME: The preparedness booth will open from 3 p.m. until the start of the game at 5:05 p.m.   

 

WHY: Emergencies can happen anytime and anywhere. Households, businesses and 

organizations should prepare to be self-reliant for three days without utilities, electricity, or 

water, without access to supermarkets or local services and even without response from police, 

fire or rescue. Preparing can start with four important steps: Be informed about emergencies that 

could happen and identify sources of information in your community that will be helpful before, 

during and after an emergency. Make a plan for what to do in an emergency. Build an emergency 

supply kit. Get involved.
